Mr. Arthur Henderson, M.P., atidressed his 
constituents at Widnes last night, Mr. 4. H.

Mr, Henderson asked whether even tha 
strongest partisan of the Coalition was prepared 
to express satisfaction at its sessional aohieve- 
ments. Compared with the first years of pres 
vious Parliaments, the output, beth in quantity 
and quality, could not be called other than dis. 
sppointing. Perhaps, the mést remarkable 
feature of the position was to be fewnd~-in tha 
long list of Government measites which wets 
either dropped entirely or postponed for one 
reason or another. A Government so lavish in 
its promises, so feeble in its action, go divided 
in policy, could not retain the confidemee of the 
country by week-end speeches on platforms. by 
its leck of positive achievement, it was gradually 
losing the support of the country. Labour had 
been sweeping forward, as the by-elections 
showed, on the crest of a wave of democrati«a 
feeling, while the Coalition was slipping away 
into the backwash of reaction. The democrait 
revival had transferred the whele political out- 
look. It. had definitely placed Labour in the 
position of being the only practiéai alternative 
to the present Government—a result which bad 
already given Mr. Winsion Churchill the night- 
mare. (Laughter) 

A NATIONAL PARTY 

There was no dou!t that many ef the electors 
who formerly voted. for ome or other of tha 
o parties ; now” turnmg io the 
Labour Party as ihe hope of the future. They 
were so turning because a little over eighteen 
months ago the Labour Party transferred them- 
selves from a Trades Union Federation™into a 
real National Party.
